Nutrient requirements change 
Putting hens in wire cages alters their 
nutrient requirements, say Kansas State 
College nutritionists. This problem is 
sometimes pointed up by the digestive 
disorders that occur with caged layers

are present in good, well-managed litter 
Hens get much of their needs from this 
source, With a change to cages By), must 
be increased in rations 

It is also thought that hens maintained 
in cages have lower energy expenditures 
and require relatively higher protein in-

Built-in disease resistance 
Why not breed resistance to disease into 
our poultry flocks? That's the challenge 
of Michigan State University poultry spe 
cialists and they think it will be done to a 
greater extent in the years ahead. Three 
main ways for preventing disease are 
pointed out: Sanitation; use of medicines 
and therapeutics; and selective breeding 

One experiment over a 6-year period 
found that 87 percent of the birds died 
from conditions not preventable through 
the usual methods of sanitation and im- 
munization. This leaves selective breed- 
ing as one of the best hopes lor cutting 
down on dise Am losses

Likes confinement of pullets 

The Edward Lynman family, Daviess 
County, Missouri, raised 250 pullets in 
confinement last season and are pleased 
with the results. Their Leghorns weighed 
2.25 pounds at 8 weeks of age, were lay- 
ing 60 percent at 5 months. At 6 months 
the rate of lay had climbed to 87 percent 
at a feed cost of 16% cents per dozen 
eggs. The birds ate 4.2 pounds of corn, 
oats, and a 38 percent concentrate muix- 


ture for each dozen eggs produced 


New breeding improvement plan 
A practical egg laying contest is being 
conducted by the University of Wiscon- 
sin and the State Department of Agricul- 
ture It’s called the Wisconsin Random 
Sample Chicken Test. Purpose is to find 
bred-in ability of desirable qualities in 
the breeding stock 

Contest operates like this: Supervisors 
go to breeding farms to collect eggs from 
which contest chicks must be hatched 
[hese are a random sample, taken from 
all breeding hens on the farm. Eggs are 
hatched at the University of Wisconsin 
Chicks are sexed, wing branded, moved 
to a state-owned farm, brooded, raised 
to laying age. All birds are handled in an 
identical way throughout the entire time 

Complete records are kept on each 
pen-——egg production, feed consumed, 
and death or sickness losses. No culling 
is done. Pens are then rated on net profit 


per bird after all costs are figured 


Get set for egg-price rise 
Higher egg prices are due to set in some- 
time in midsummer or later 

Chances are the rise will begin a 
month or two ahead of when 1957 fall egg 
output falls below last year’s. And egg 
production is expected lo drop bel Ww 
year-ago levels about October. So prices 
should start upward in late August or 
early September, maybe earlier 

National average egg prices will be 
least 10 cents a dozen above 1956 levels 
sut-—prices will be higher for certain 
grades and classes 

Early forecast of fall peak indicates 
prices at high levels to run for at least the 


last 5 months of the year 


Be-kind-to-hen months ahead 
Most practical plan for taking advantage 
of higher fall egg market is to make sure 
that present flocks continue laying longer 
since it’s too late at the present time to 
increase pullet purchases 
Don't get discouraged and sell hens 


now, because of the poor spring and sum- 


mer market. Older hens should pay their 
way this fall 


Broiler consumption to move up 
With the advent of the light-eating sum- 
mer months coming up, broiler sales 
should pick up. Chances are we may use 
up the increase in production this year 
at prices no worse than last. This pros- 
pect is backed up by higher pork prices 
in sight 

Otherwise, the broiler outlook is going 
along with a monotonous regularity 
hatchings running higher than a ye 


ago, and prices fairly steady at low level 


Turkey consumption is up 
Increase in consumer buying of turkeys 
this summer should reduce stocks and 
ease the way for fall marketings. The new 
crop is record large, but not as big as had 
been expected earlier 

Signs of reduction came in early spring 
when fewer poults were being hatched 
and there were fewer eggs being placed 


in incubators.

fed to heifers or cows. No recommenda-

Dairy Division has made 
grass and corn silage. A plastic-covered 
stack of 45 tons of grass silage was opened 
on Dairy Day, July 20, 195¢ 

Phis stack had a pole at the center to 
which a mechanical silage distributor was 
attached at time of filling. There was no 


packing. The silage was excellent with 
only slight spoilage due to tears in the 
plastic at the pole. This difficulty will be 
overcome in the future by using a jointed 
pole and removing the upper portion be- 
fore covering the silage with plastic 

An earth trench was dug around this 
stack into which the skirt of the plastic 
was inserted and covered with soil to ex- 
clude the air. Plastic was also used to

LEAST-COST 
SWINE RATIONS

only logical then that feed is the best place to cut 


production costs. This article will help you decide whether t: 


use least-cost or least-time for the most profitable ration 


LEAST-COST: You, not the hog, decide the ration 


; 

The least-cost ration stated simply is this: 
The fastest gains are not necessarily the most 
profitable, More often than not, the most eco- 
nomical gains are achieved by varying the pro- 
portions of corn and protein in the total ration, 
within safe limits, according to their relative 
price, This is possible only when you feed an 
otherwise-balanced ration, including miner- 
als, vitamins, arsenicals, and antibiotics. 

For years we've fed hogs with the false no- 
tion that the faster we can get them to market 
the cheaper we can produce them, This just 
isn’t so. In fact, in 19 out of the last 20 years, 
least-cost rations would have given hog raisers 
a greater profit than least-time rations. This 
net profit per market hog fed would have 
amounted to $5 per head during several years. 


Research in developing least-cost rations 
was based on corn and soybean oil-meal ra- 
tions fortified with minerh&ls, vitamins, arsen 
icals, and antibiotics. Corn and soybean oil 
meal alone do not make a balanced ration 

Corn alone is not always the most econom- 
ical @urce of carbohydrates and fat (energy) 
Other sources, such as oats, barley, milo, and 
molasses may be relatively cheaper than corn 
at times, and they may be substituted for corn 
at their relative substiuition rates. The same 
applies to substituting animal and other plant 
proteins for soybean oil meal 

Balanced-formula supplements can also be 
used. Make sure any supplement is fortified 
minerals 


with the necessary vitamins arsen 


icals, and antibiotics in the correct amounts 


LEAST-TIME: Fastest, but not always the cheapest 


Least-time rations, as implied, are those ra- 
tions designed to produce the fastest gains, 
with less regard to cost of gain. Swine feeding 
in the past has tended to emphasize fast daily 
gains. The thought was that the fastest gains 
were the cheapest gains—that with a shorter 
feeding period less feed would be needed for 
body maintenance. More of the feed, then, 
would go into body-Weight gains, resulting in 
a lower feed cost per pound of gain. 


This may or may not be true—it depends on 
the relative prices of the various ingredients in 
the ration needed wo produce high rate of 
gains, In fact, it possible for the least-tirmne 
rations also to be the |least-cost 

Ledst-time rations should be mixed accord 
ing to these new protein level standards: 14 
percent protein from 50 to 100 pounds; 1 2-pe: 
cent protein from 100 two 150 pounds; and 1' 


percent from 150 pounds to market weight

The chart above shows there is no fixed 
rate of substitution between corn and protein 
in building a swine ration.

Price ratio of corn to protein varies with market prices 


The price ratio of corn to protein varies 
with the changing market prices of these two 
ingredients. For that reason, when the price of 
a pound of protein is high compared to the 
price of a pound of corn, the feed costs can be 
reduced by lowering the level of protein in the 


ration. However, this can be done only within 
certain limits 

Likewise, when the price of protein declines 
relative to the price of corn, it becomes more 
profitable to increase the protein level of the 
ration and decrease the amount of corn. 


Least-cost ration is one where protein/corn price 
ratio =the corn/protein substitution ratio 


Since corn and protein can be substituted 
for each other within certain limits, the cost of 
gains can be reduced by changing the propor- 
tions of corn and protein in accordance with 
changes in their relative price. 

To find the least-cost ration, divide the 
price of a pound of protein, such as soybean 
oil meal, by the price of a pound of corn, This 
will give you your protein/corn price ratio, 

The rule is this: The price ratio must equal 
the substitution ratio. 


If the price ratio falls, substitute mor: 
bean oil meal for corn (use a greater propor- 
tion of soybean oil meal in the ration). If th 
price ratio rises, substitute less soybeas 
meal for corn (use a smaller proportion of » 
bean oil meal in the ration)

Here is how the chart works. Suppose you 
have just weaned your pigs and they weigh 35 
pounds. Corn is $1.50 a bushel, and soybean 
oil meal—including the various balancing in- 
gredients—costs $4 per 100 pounds 

' Follow across horizontally the price of soy- 
bean oil meal at $4. Then follow down ver- 
tically the price of corn at $1.50. In our ex- 
ample above these two lines meet in the “F” 
area. This is only one example. 

Now all you have to do is follow the “F” 


area down to the ration mixture marked “F.”’ 
For this situation ($1.50 corn and $4 for soy- 
bean oil meal balanced with vitamins, min- 
erals, and antibiotics), the least-cost ration is 
one made up of 1,410 pounds of corn and 535 
pounds of soybean oil meal. This particular 
ration will contain 17.9-percent protein 

As we mentioned before, balanced formula 
supplements, containing adequate amounts of 
protein, minerals, and antibiotics, 
can be substituted for soybean oil meal.

First, find today’s prices for corn and soy- 
bean oi] meal.

This will 
give you a ton of complete feed which, in turn, 


will give you the cheapest, or least-cost gains

HERE iS HOW TO PLAN AHEAD 





Time your hog-feeding plan to prospective markets 


Having chosen the ration for your hogs, 
there is still the problem of how long you 
should feed them. You still must decide the 
best weight at which to market the hogs for 
top profit. To get the most profit from your 
hogs, consideration must be given to the time 
required to get them on the market with dif- 
ferent rations. Up to a point, higher levels of 
protein increase daily rates of gain and shorten 
the time needed for gains 

The least-cost and least-time rations may or 
may not be the same, depending upon the rel- 
ative prices of the feeds that go into the ration 
Even when they are not the same, you may 
want to feed the least-time ration if you antic- 
ipate a price decline before you could get 
your hogs on the market by using the least- 
cost ration, At another time, hag prices may 
be increasing, and you are in no particular 
hurry. Often, the least-cost ration is also. the 
one which will put your pigs on the market at 
the highest hog price. Both past experience 
and outlook information should be helpful in 
answering this question 

You can also plan your farrowing dates so 
that you can take advantage of both the mar- 
ket peak and the lower cost of gains when the 


least-cost and least-time rations don’t coin- 
cide, Farrowing your hogs earlier would en- 
able you to feed your hogs over a longer feed- 
ing period, using least-cost rations, and still 
hit the high hog market 

The chart below will help you decide the 
farrowing dates that will enable you to go 
either least-cost or least-time, 

Here is a brief summary of least-cost. 
® To achieve both the maximum growth and 
feed efficiency, hogs must receive a well-bal- 
anced ration with optimum levels of protein, 
carbohydrates, fats, vitamins, minerals, arseni- 
cals, and the antibiotics 
® Fastest daily rates of gain are not necessarily 
the most profitable—they depend on the rela- 
tive cost of the feed ingredients necessary to 
produce high rates of gain. 
® Lowest-cost gains are achieved by varying 
the proportions of least-cost car bohydrate-fats 
and least-cost proteins in the total ration ac- 
cording to their relative prices 
® Best application of the least-cost principle of 
hog feeding is achieved by using complete, 
mixed balanced rations rather than a free- 
choice grain and balanced supplement-feed-

Cows should be coming into a 
peak nutritional level at breeding 
time. Phosphorus is key element 
needed at this time. 

Make sure both cow and bull 
are free of reproductive diseases at 
breeding time. Testing the bull's 
fertility is important in both a large 
and small herd. Calf crop is cut if 
cow and bull are too old or too 
young. 


Your calf crop depends on the 


proper care of pregnant cow 


Vitamin A is important in help- 
ing cow carry and deliver normal 
calf. Don't get breeding animals 
too fat—they're hard to settle and 
calving is often difficult. 

Pregnancy testing at about 2 
months tells you which cows are 
still “‘open'’—saves you cost of 
carrying “border” cows a full year 
with no return. Disease troubles 
and deficiencies are often detected 
at the same time.

If possible, be on hand at calv- 
ing time. Cows, especially heifers, 
often need help in delivering. Dif- 
ficult cases should be handled by 
veterinarian.

Weak calves need 
help in getting first milk.

Lowland abortions

tions’ of cattle. The cause is unknown, 
but abortions occur only when cattle are 
pastured on marshland that has been 
cleared of brush and allowed to produce

Abortions occur at any time in the 
gestation period during the summer, with 
females of all breeds and ages being sus- 
cepuble Research workers at the Uni-

Harlan Bradt, Lake Mills, Wisconsin, and other sheep 
producers in his state, are using production records as 
the basis for selecting breeding ewes and rams. Here's a 
sheep improvement program that's increasing net flock 
income. You could keep these records on your flock

To determine the ewe's index, Bradt multiplies weight of fleece 
by 2.8 and adds to this figure weight of her lamb adjusted to 
120 days of age. If she raises twins, this adds 21 points 

If she has twins but raises a single adds 6 points to adjusted 
lamb weight At left, Prof. Vern Felts, of the University of Wis 
consin, weighs Bradt's lambs at 120 days of age 
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One of these ewes should be culled The difference isn't in their general 
appearance — but in their inherited ability to produce both lamb and wool 





Bradt ear-tags both the lamb and ewe. Also, 
the birth date and sex of each ewe's offspring 
are entered on the ewe's record card. 


















The lamb index is determined by adding these fig- 
gures: Length of side wool measured in centimeters 
multiplied by 3. The weight of the lamb or lambs ad- 
justed to 120 days of age. Add 7 points for lamb 
born as twin but raised as single; 14 if both raised
